THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said town 
on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, next, at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget to raise as 
estimated therein the necessary funds to transact the town’s 
business for the ensuing year. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same. 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $1200 
for a resident physician. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $100 
for Memorial Day. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


7. To choose one member of the electric light commission for 
three years. 


8. To choose one member of the Trust Fund committee for 
three years, and this same committee to serve as the Spaulding 
School committee. 


9. To choose a committee of three for Memorial Day. 


10. To choose a committee of three for the Baseball Field com- 
mittee. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the town 
through tax collector’s deeds. 
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12. To see if the Town will accept state aid for construction of 
the Class II roads known as Jaffrey and Smith Village Roads, and 
raise and appropriate or set aside for said purpose the sum of 
$693.75, or will accept state aid for construction of Class V roads 
and raise and appropriate or set aside for said purpose the sum of 
$758.65. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of the 
municipal budget act. 


14. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$50 for the purpose of advertising the resources and natural ad- 
vantages of the town, said sum to be expended under the direction 
of the selectmen or take any other action relating thereto. 


15. To see if the Town will appoint a zoning commission to con- 
sist of five members to recommend boundaries for zoning districts 
in said town and to recommend approximate regulations therefor, 
in accordance with the provision of Chapter 42 of the Public Laws.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF NEW IPSWICH: 


I respectfully submit my twelfth annual report as your Super- 
intendent of Schools. 

The State Legislature of 1933 enacted a provision requiring the 
State Board of Education to reduce the number of supervisory 
unions in the state from the sixty existing at that time to fifty-five 
in 1933-1934 and to fifty for 1934-1935. This second reduction 
resulted in the addition of Francestown and Greenfield to the six 
towns which formerly comprised Supervisory Union No. 63: Wil- 
ton, Greenville, Lyndeboro, Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. 
The new towns add approximately one hundred children and four 
teachers but the closing of two rural schools in Wilton leaves a net 
increase of only two teachers. 

The Superintendent’s time is not apportioned among the towns 
in the supervisory union by any fixed rule, but rather he is expected 
to give attention to each school according to its needs. It is too 
early to predict what the ultimate results of the change in this 
Union may be, but it is apparent now that each school will re- 
ceive less attention than formerly, not only because there are more 
schools to be visited in a given time, but also because the increase 
in administrative duties necessarily reduces the time available for 
visiting. 

We are using standardized tests: 

A. To compare progress in the various schools with fair standards 
of accomplishment. 

B. To discover general weaknesses where they may exist in any 
school and point the way to improving teaching at such weak 
points. 

C. To assist the teachers in discovering the particular weaknesses 
and needs of individual children and help direct their instruc- 
tion throughout the year. 
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The tests used include the Stanford Achievement Test which 
covers nearly all of the subjects taught in Grades 3-8. This test 
is given every year in October and is repeated in May for children 
whose October scores in the test were low. In Grades 1-3 we use 
the Gray Oral Reading Check Tests at intervals of five or six 
weeks throughout the year. We have begun this year to use the 
Metropolitan Primary Reading Test also in Grades 1-3 and 
Metropolitan Primary Arithmetic Test in Grades 2 and 3. These 
are given in January. All tests are given by the teachers, who 
follow very exact and minute directions in order that the tests may 
be given under uniform conditions in every school. 

The form of report card was revised this year in order to pro- 
vide for systematic reporting of each pupil’s scores in the stand- 
ardized tests, so as to give to parents a more complete picture of 
their children’s success in school. 

Following this report you will find the report of the School 
Nurse, Mrs. Gilbert. You will note that in addition to the usual 
routine of physical examination with the school physician, and 
follow-up for correction of defects discovered, there has been 
special clinic work provided with funds from the Federal Relief 
Money for a considerable number of children who would ordinarily 
not have been taken care of. 

It appears that Number Four school will have to be closed next 
next year and the pupils from that section transported to Number 
One. As nearly as we can estimate, there will be only eight 
pupils to attend Number Four; there are ten at the present time, 
two of whom should be ready for Junior High next fall, and there 
is none to enter first grade. 

The budget for 1935-1936 is drawn up on that basis and shows 
a substantial saving in total expense; there is an estimated reduc- 
tion of $750 in teachers’ salaries, and $36 in janitor service, offset 
in part by the cost of the additional transportation. The estimate 
of $4,000 for High School tuition is approximately $60 less than 
the actual cost this year. 

We expect an increase in state aid next year, since the amount 
of the ‘‘five-dollar’” tax is only $5,061.66, as compared with 
$5,649.19 for the past two years; state aid automatically increases 
to cover the difference between these two figures, or $587.53. The 
saving effected by closing Number Four school will reduce state

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


TO THE CITIZENS OF NEw IPSWICH: 


Owing to the unusually severe winter of 1934, with its resulting 
road conditions, and a general epidemic of whooping cough and 
measles, the school attendance was below the state average. 
Time lost through the forced closing of all the schools was made 
up, as the State Board requires all schools to be session at least 
thirty-six weeks. 

The Budget presented for your acceptance is the lowest with 
one exception, in the past eight years. This is made possible by 
the closing of the Number Four school for the coming year. There 
being only eight pupils expected to be registered next September, 
the School Board feels that it would be a needless extravagance 
to re-open it at that time. Comfortable transportation will be 
provided for all pupils living beyond the walking limit. 

In the opinion of the School Board, a Consolidated School would 
be a great advantage to our children and if substantial Federal 
aid can be obtained the Board will present the proposition to the 
voters for their consideration. 

There have been no changes in the teaching force and the 
schools have maintained their usual high standard. 
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To all who have been of service to our children, especially the 
librarian, Mrs. Frances Nash, the Red Cross, and the Parent- 


Teacher association, we extend our heartfelt thanks. 


The latter 


organization sponsored a Dental Clinic and one for weighing and 
measuring children of pre-school age. It also donated a phono- 
graph and records to Number Six school and a set of harmonicas 
to Number Four. Its scholarship fund aids graduates of Appleton 
Academy to continue their education in some school of higher 


learning.
